2. The weather prevailing at the time of the observation was: Clear skies, with 
but slight haze and slight surface fog. Surface winds and winds aloft were not deter- 
mined. i 


3. While the object observed resembled somewhat a meteor, this possibility was 
ruled out because the object did not follow a constant path. The apparently high = 
altitude, the high speed and erratic movements of the object. would suggest that it was 
other than a conventional type aircraft. 


4. Apparent confirmation of the observation is furnished by a USAF — who 
Yreports having observed a — object.
